SECTION  I) 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


V/ at.gr  Supplies 

A very  satisfactory  supply  of  water  was  maintained  without  any  serious 
interruption  to  supply  during  the  year*  The  Urban  District  being  supplied 
mainly  from  the  Lady  Lane  Borewell , Pumping  Station  and  reservoir  but  supplemented 
by  a bulk  supply  from  the  Cosford  Rural  District  source  at  Semer  Pumping  Station. 

During  the  year  water  mains  extensions  were  carried  out  to  supply  new 
housing  estates  being  developed  at  Gallows  Kill  and  Clopton  Gardens.  Extensions 
were  approved  by  the  Council  and  works  put  in  hand  to  construct  mains  to  serve 
existing  properties  situated  on  the  fringe  areas  of  the  town  at  Wolves  Wood  Road 
and  at  Pond  Hall  Hoad  - properties  which,  through  lack  of  pressure,  could  not  be 
served  by  gravity  mains  prior  to  the  linking  up  with  the  Cosford  Rural  District 
system  during  1962.  It  was  thus  possible  to  dispense  with  supplies  obtained  from 
unsatisfactory  shallow  wells  that  served  some  of  these  dwellings. 

The  total  consumption  of  water  in  the  district  was  estimated  at  approximately 
100,000  gallons  per  day  of  which  about  4.5,000  gallons  per  day  was  being  taken  in 
bulk  from  the  Cosford  Rural  District  Council's  system.  (The  Council  are  entitled 
to  draw  up  to  80,000  gallons  per  day  under  an  agreement  with  the  Cosford  Rural 
District  Council). 

Bacteriological  analysis 

Six  samples  from  the  public  mains  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Thirteen  samples  from  private  sources  were  examined  of  which  nine  were  found 
to  be  contaminated.  These  shallow  walls  have  now  been  abandoned  and  the  dwelling 
connected  to  the  public  supply. 

Chemical  Analysis 

A full  chemical  analysis  of  the  water  from  the  Lady  Lane  bore  was  satisfactory 
and  two  private  wells  were  found  to  be  safe  for  infant  feeding  after  assessment  of 
the  nitrate  content. 

Regrouping  of  Water  Undertakings 

During  the  year  conferences  were  held  to  consider  the  merging  of  the  Council's 
water  undertaking  with  those  of  neighbouring  authorites.  The  constituent 
authorities  underpressure  from  the  Minister  agreed  to  the  formation  of  the  West 
Suffolk  Water  Board  which  was  to  be  constituted  with  effect  from  April  1964. 

Sewage  Disposal 

The  Essex  River  Board  Prevention  of  Pollution  and  Fisheries  Department 
described  samples  of  the  effluent  from  the  disposal  works  as  beihg  grossly 
polluting  liquids  unfit  for  discharge  into  a stream.  Ever3-r  effort  was  made  to 
produce  the  best  effluent  possible  from  the  extremely  overloaded  and  ill  designed 

works . 


The  £80,000  oelimno  "Cot:  jji  OV.lH  1 rtQ  *■»  «»»./  irvis-Kw  ,»cxo  wo"l  T advanced 

by  the  end  of  the  year  and  the  concern  of  the  River  Board  should  soon  be  abated. 

The  Cosford  Rural  District  Council  and  Hadleigh  Urban  District  Council  have 
agreed  and  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  has  confirmed  an  arrange 
ment  whereby  the  sewage  from  Upper  Layham  will  be  pumped  to  and  purified 
at  the  new  Brett  Sewage  Disposal  works. 

During  the  year  sewer  extensions  were  carried  out  to  serve  new  development 
at  Gallows  Hill,  Clopton  Gardens  and  Tayler  Road,  A relief  sewer  was  laid  from 
the  High  Street,  Station  Road  junction  through  private  lands  to  join  the  main 
valley  sewer  so  that  the  sewage  from  Station  Road  and  the  new  Council  House 
development  will  be  taken  direct  to  the  main  trunk  sewer  and  th',55  eliminate  the 
surcharging  of  the  sewer  in  Duke  Street  where  the  storm  water  overflow  used  to 
discharge  during  peak  periods  of  dry  weather  flow. 

The  Council's  Consulting  Engineers  are  advising  the  Council  on  the  future  ! 
improvements  that  will  need  to  be  carried  out  to  both  the  foul  and  surface  water 
sewerage  system. 

Cleansing  Services 

A street  scavenging  service  was  maintained  throughout  the  year  although  it 
is  difficult  to  find  staff  to  undertake  this  work. 

House  and  trade  refuse  collection  was  carried  out  by  direct  labour  - the 
paper  sack  system  of  collection  being  extended  to  the  new  housing  estates  being 
developed. 

Tipping  of  refuse,  jointly  with  the  Cosford  Rural  District  Council  is 
carried  on  at  a tip  on  the  Hadleigh/Aldham  boundary. 

The  very  few  cesspools,  in  use  in  the  Urban  District  are  emptied  by  Cosford 
Rural  District  Council  cesspool  emptiers  cn  a rechargeable  basis. 

Caravan  and  Camping  Sites 

There  are  no  holiday  or  residential  camp  or  caravan  sites  in  the  Urban 
area.  There  are  a small  number  of  sites  licensed  for  the  siting  of  an  individu 
caravan. 

One  unlicensed  caravan  site  was  occupied  for  a period  during  1953  by  a 
problem  family  and  caused  some  concern  for  the  welfare  of  the  children,,

Due  to  the  extreme  pressure  of  work  in  a combined  Surveyor's  and  Public 
Health  Department  it  was  almost  impossible  to  achieve  10C$  meat  inspection.  " 
The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963,  require  the  inspection  of  every  caroas 
and  the  Council  had  to  consider  taking  steps  to  appoint  an  Additional  Public 
Health  Inspector  to  help  with  this  and  the  many  other  public  health  duties 
which  need  to  be  carried  out  in  the  Urban  District. 

The  co-operation  of  the  Cosford  Rural  District  Council  in  allowing  the: 
Public  Health  Inspector  to  inspect  carcases  whilst  the  Hadleigh  Urban  Distri 
Council  Officer  is  on  annual  leave  is  much  appreciated. 

(ii)  Other  Pood  Inspection 

The  old  world  charm  of  the  ancient  buildings  situated  in  High  Street, 
Hadleigh,  which  houses  the  bulk  of  the  food  shops  make  more  difficult  the 
proprietor's  tasks  in  maintaining  the  fabric  of  the  premises  to  the  standard 
laid  down  in  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  However,  the  ready  co-operation 
the  traders  is  usually  forthcoming  w hen  suggested  improvements  are  discussec 
them. 


Food  Condemned 

During  the  year  it  was  found  necessary  to  condemn  as  unfit  for  human 
consumption  8 4lb.  tins  of  imported  chopped  pork.
